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‘Now Is The Time To Establish Scale 
“For Salaries Of Chaffey Coaches 


‘ The method of determining a fair salary scale for teach- 
‘ers now seem to be of paramount importance at Chaffey. 
*Salary committees consisting of teachers and board mem- 
bers have been meeting in an effort to iron out whatever 
“disagreements there might be and thus bring about a sat- 
-isfactery solution. 

‘ For that reason we feel that now would be the best 
*time to take under consideration a matter which might be 
overlooked by the groups now in session but which could 
‘prove to be of great importance to every sports fan in the 
-Chaffey community. We have reference to the salary sched- 
-ule of the Chaffey coaching staff. While technically they are 
“carried on the payroll as physical education instructors, 
-their status both in the school and before the public is con- 
‘siderably different. Unlike other teachers, the results of their 
efforts are constantly under public surveillance and neighbor- 
‘ing’ schools are quick to take note of a coach who consis- 
‘tantly turns out winning teams. 

‘ Already, there are rumors circulating that two members 
‘of the Chaffey coaching staff have had other offers dangled 
-before them, in most cases with considerably higher pay 
than they are now getting. More money is always tempting 
even though a person may be perfectly content with his 
job. One coach in particular, we understand, has had a 
number of other jobs offered to him and there are reports 
‘of even more on the way. 

We don't intend to underestimate the work being done 

yy other Chaffey teachers who may conceivably put in as 
many hours and do their particular job just as well, and 
perhaps in some cases better than the coaches. However, 
circumstances seem ta make it imperative that an entirely 
different “measuring stick’ be used in determining the sal- 
aries of athletic instructors. 
. In other words, plainly speaking, it comes down to this. 
‘If Chaffey and the Upland-Ontario district want to keep on 
having winning football teams. they are going to have to 
‘pay the price which means higher salaries for their coach- 
ing staff. You can’t expect qny coach to continue turning 
“down lucrative offers year after year. It just isn’t done. For 
that reason, it might be advisable to make a survey of a 
‘number of high schools and junior colleges in Southern 
‘California to determine the average pay for coaches and 
‘then go on from there. We certainly can’t hope to pay less 
and still keep the outstanding coaching staff we now have 
for very long. 

It is something for the Chaffey board ‘and the sports- 
minded public to decide but whatever decision is to be 
made should be now when the matter of salary adjustments 
is still under discussion.
